When such list has been prepared , the Board shall give public notice thereof 
and any person shall be at liberty to inspect it and to take extracts theretrom free 
of charge. 

3 . Any objection to an entry in the aforesaid list shall be made in writing to 
the Executive Qtficer within fifteen days of the publication of the notice referred to 
in bye- law 2 , stating the grounds on which the objection is based and supported 
by documentary evidence , if any . 

4 . The Board shall cause all such objections to be considered and the Board 
shall make such amendments to the said list as may be found necessary ; and a 
public notice to the effect that the list has been duly finallsed shall thereafter be 
published . 

6 . The list referred to in by -law 4 shall be in force upto the 318t March of 
the year next following and shall be conclusive evidence of the lability of persons 
mentioned therein to pay the respective amounts of tax indicated against their 
names. 

6 . Soon after the publication of the notice referred to in bye- law 4 , the Execu 
tive Oficer shall cause to be presented to each person included in the list referred 
to in bye- law 4 , a bill for the tax payable by him , in the manner laid down in 
section 254 of the Cantonments Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) . 

7. The amounts shown in the bills issued under these bye- laws shall be paid 
at the office of the Board within thirty days of the presentation of such bills . 

8 . The Board may at any subsequent time, for due and suffcient cause , amend 
the aforesaid list and the provisions of bye -laws 2 , 3 , 4 and 5 shall apply in respect 
of the list as so amended as they apply in respect of the original list : 

Provided that if by the amendment, the name of a new assessee or place of 
business is inserted in or an existing name or place of business is omitted from 
such 1st, a notice to that effect shall be served on the person or persons affected 
thereby 

9 . Every person commencing or ceasing to carry on a trade, profession or 
calling for which tax is payable shall, within Afteen days of such commencement 
or cesser, give intimation of the fact to the Executive Officer; and every person 
who is liable to pay tax and who changes the name of his Arm or the nature ot 
his trade, profession or calling or place of business shall likewise give intimation 
of such change to the Executive Officer within Atteen days of the change. 

10 . No refund or remission of tax , on the ground that the trade, protegsion or 
calling was carried on only for a portion of the assessment year only because it 
was discontinued before the end of the year or was commenced subsequent to the 
commencement of the year, shall become payable unless the person llable to pay 
the tax has reported that fact in writing to the Executive Officer , within fifteen 
days of the discontinuance or commencement, as the case may be, of such trade , 
profession or calling during that year. 
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11. The Cantonment Board shall also cause to be prepared in Form B append 
ed to these bye- laws, a demand and collection register in which the names of all 
persons llable to pay the tax shall be entered and shall cause such register to be 
corrected from time to time. 

12 . A contravention of the provisions of bye-law 9 shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to one hundred rupees

Bye -Laws for the Control and Supervision of Mills in the Cantonment of 

Badannibagh . 


1. In these Bye- laws "Mill" means any mill for making four , dall or oil, rico 
mill, textile mill, factory for the pressing or ginning of cotton or other manufactory 
worked by oll or electricity . 

2 . No mill shall be established after the coming into force of thege bye- laws 
except within such areas as may be approved and notified by the Cantonment 
Board for this purpose . 

3. ( 1 ) No person shall establish or maintain a mill except under a license in 
Form II annexed to these Bye-laws issued by the Cantonment Board . 

( 2 ) Every license so issued shall be displayed in a conspicuous place within the 
premises of the mill concerned , 

4 . The grant of license may be refused on any of the following grounds. 
namely : 

( a ) that the application for license is not in proper form ; 
( b ) that the applicant has not complied with the requirements of any of 

these Bye - laws. 
5 . The building or premises in which the flour mill is proposed to be installed 
shall 
( 1) be situated at a reasonable distance from any place which gives out 

offensive smell such as latrine or cess -pit; 
( 11) consist of a solid structure able to withstand the vibrations of the engine, 

with adequate space for fixing a dynamo or engine in a railed on 

closure ; 
( Ill ) be paved with concrete or cement; 
(lv ) have cemented walls not less than 1 .52 metres in height, with a celling 

roof and be properly ventilated and lighted ; 
(v ) be provided with a place where customers can stand and watch thelr 

respective quantities being milled ; and 
( vi) have a roof not less than 3- 66 metres in height. 
8 . A flour mill shall be used only for grinding food grains which are properly 
cleaned . 

7 . The machinery shall be fixed on a concrete foundation away from the walls 
of the building in such a manner that the vibration of the machine does not affect 
the building and the residents thereof, and shall be provided with a silencer . 

8 . In the case of mills run by oil , there shall be a chimney of adequate height 
80 flxed as to eliminate nulgance and danger to persons residing in the neighbour 
hood on account of the smoke. 

9 . Every mill shall be worked only between the hours of 6 .00 A .M . and 6 . 00 P .M . 
or between such hours as may specifically be laid down by the Cantonment Board 
in respect of that mill and shall be open for inspection during this period by the 
members of the Board , the Executive Officer and such other officers or servants 
of the Board as may be authorised in this behalf by the Board , 

10 . The premises of every mill and the apparatus and containers used therein 
shall be kept clean and the persons working therein shall be inoculated and certified 
as free from any infectious or contagious disease by the Medical Officer Incharge 
Cantonment Board Dispensary . 

11. ( 1 ) Every application for license referred to in Bye- laws 3 shall be made 
within 15 days from the date of installation of a Mill in writing to the Executive 
Oficer in Form I annexed to these Bye-laws. 
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( 2 ) Such application shall be made in the case of any mill in existence on the 
date of coming into force of these Bye-laws within 15 days from that date . 

NOTE -- Copies of the prescribed application form may be obtained from the 
Cantonment Board office on payment of twenty five paise only . 

12 . A contravention of any of these bye- laws shall be punishable with Ane 
which may extend to Afty rupees , and in the case of continuing contravention 
with an additional Ane which may extend to ten rupees for every day, during 
which such contravention continues after conviction for the first such contraven 


tion . 


13 . If the liensee commits any contravention of these Bye - laws, his license 
shall, without prejudice to the provisions of Bye-law 12 , be liable to cancellation 
by the Executive Officer and no fresh license shall be granted to him until such 
time as he has carried out the orders of the Executive Oficer to his satisfaction 
for the purpose of enforcing these Bye -laws. 

14 . Any person aggrieved by an order of the Executive Officer cancelling a 
license may appeal against such orders within 15 days from the date of such 
order , to the President, Cantonment Board .
